The life saving men, through 
a blinding storm yesterday morning at 
t o’clock, heard the distress whistle of 
A steamer aud last night, at midnight, 
the body of a mail was found on shore. 
Du the body of the man was a life belt 
marked “ Steamer Portland of Port­ 
land.’’ 
A gold watch in his pocket had 
-stopped at IO o’clock. 
This man was 
well-dressed, wore black clothes and 
tan shoes aud had light hair aud mous­ 
tache and a piece of card in h»s pocket 
bore the words “ Johu W., Congress 
street, Portland.” 
The bo iy of a large woman, without 
severing of any kind, washed ashore at 
Panier river, but there was no means of j 
identifying it. 
It is believed that the 
steamer Portland was disabled by the 
storm about IO o’clock last night, being 
amable to longer hold up against the 
gale and drifted on to Peaked Hill bars 
and went lo pieces. No part of the ship 
has drifted ashore, and it is not known 
just where she struck.

At the office of the Boston aud Portland 
Steamship company, whose 
steamer 
Portland was dashed to pieces on the 
treacherous Cape Cod coast Sunday 
morning, show that the ill-fated vessel 
tarried 101 persons, 52 passengers and a 
crew of 49 men.

The mica mines of India are in the 
interior of tho country and very iuaccess- j 
ible. 
The Abruker mine, it is stated, 
produces the finest mica that bas ever 
been mined, both for lamination aud | 
color. 
It bas been sunk about 200 feet, , 
following the pitch of the vein, and all 
this mica and refuse have been raised 
and carried away by the natives. 
No 
machinery of any kiud except drill and 
hammers is used in their mining opera- j 
lions. 
The refuse and the mica are placed 
in baskets each holding ten pounds, the 
baskets being passed up from hand to 
band by women, who staud in a line on 
ladders The contents of the baskets are 
deposited at the top, aud the baskets are 
returned down the ladder in the same 
manner as they went up, but by anoth­ 
er line of women. 
Water is taken out 
of the mines by means of jugs. 
It is 
supposed that this nieibcd of operation 
has been carried en for many hundreds 
of years, except that there is more care 
to protect the miners. 
After the crude mica is taken from 
the mines it is first roughly trimmed 
and then sorted into different grades, 
according to sizes aud quality. 
It is 
then taken to the mica workers, who 
split it up and scribe out the size for it 
to be cot into by the shearers, the cut 
pieces then being cleaned, weighed and 
packed ready for shipment. 
The mica 
is then transported to general ware­ 
houses in baskets on the backs of bul* 
locks and in bullock carts. 
In this way 
it is carried hundreds of miles to ship­ 
ping points at a speed of about ten 
miles a day 
The mica can be split down to .0003 
of an inch in thickness. 
Being both 
fireproof and transparent, it is very use­ 
ful for many purposes in the arte, be­ 
sides being an excellent insulator.— 
Electrical World.

MICA M I N E S OF INDIA. 


T ile M e th o d * o f !lnn«lr»‘<!* o f Y e a r * 
Ako S till Ii* I no. 
The mica m in e s cf India are in the 
interior of the country ami very inaccrss- 
ible. 
The Abroker mum, it is stated, 
produces the fiueit mica that has ever 
been mined, both for lamination and 
color. 
It has teen sunk about 200 feet, 
following tho pitch of the vein, aud nil 
this mica and refuse have been raised 
and curried away by the natives. 
No 
machinery of any kind except drill and 
hammers is used in their mining opera­ 
tions. 
The refuse and the mica are placed 
in baskets each holding ten pounds, thej 
baskets being passed up from hand to 
hand by women, who staud in a line on 
ladders The contents of the baskets are 
deposited at the top, and the baskets nte 
returned down the ladder in the same 
manner as they went up, but by anoth­ 
er line of women 
Water is taken out 
of the mines by meant of jugs. 
It is 
supposed that this method of operation 
has been carried en for many hundreds 
of years, except that there is more care 
to protect the miners. 
After the crude mica is taken from 
the mines it is first roughly trimmed 
and then sorted into different grades, 
according to size* aud quality. 
It is 
then taken to the mica workers, who 
split it up and scribe out the size for it 
to b eent iuto by the shearers, the cut 
pieces then being cleaned, weighed and 
packed ready for shipment. 
The mica 
is then transported to general ware­ 
houses in baskets on the backs of bal­ 
locks and in t til lock carts 
In this way 
it is carru d hundreds of miles to ship­ 
ping points at a speed of about ten 
miles a day 
The mica can bo split down to .0008 
of an inch in thickness. 
Being both 
fireproof aud transparent, it is very use-1 
ful for many purposes in the arte, be-1 
sides being an excellent insulator.— j 
Electrical World.

This 
is, “ Lest We Forget.” 
The executive officers wear signet 
rings in the form of eagles'claws grasp­ 
ing a card, upon which are engraved the 
letters “ L. VV. F .” aud the insignia of 
the rank of the wearer. The member­ 
ship fee, payable to the National socie­ 
ty, is 61 yearly. Patrons and patron­ 
esses pay $5 each year, and life mem­ 
bers pay $100 in one payment. The lo­ 
cal fees are regulated by tho local coun­ 
cils. The local councils have great free­ 
dom of action. All that is required of 
them is unswerving fidelity to the pur­ 
poses of the National society, the pay­ 
ment of the dues and certain work on 
Memorial day.

W a s h i n g t o n , Nov. 3 0 — The bureau 
of naval intelligence issued another of 
its war series, this time the “ Battles 
and Capitulation of Santiago de Cuba, 
by Lieutenant Jose Muller y Tejeiro, 
the seooud in command of the naval 
forces of the province of Santiago de 
Cuba. 
, 
The publication begins with a chapter 
entitled “The Two Fleets,” telling of 
toe arrival of Cervera’ssquadron ou the 
10th of May aud of the disappointment 
of the people, w h o expected no less than 
eight battleships instead of five.

makuB a comparison very carefully and 
accurately ot the vessels of the two 
squadrons. 
The lieutenant mentioned

The publication begins with a chapter 
entitled “ The Two Fleets,” telling of 
tne arrival of Cervera’s squadron on the 
10th of May aud of the disappointment 
ut the people, who expected no less than 
eight battleships instead of five. 
He 
maki s a comparison very carefully and 
accurately oi the vessels of the two 
squadrons. 
The lieutenant mentioned 
the fact that provisions wt re very sho t, 
also that the military element of the 
provirce was uine or ten months’ in ar­ 
rears in the pay meut or consignments, 
ana had been living on cr dit tor some 
time. 
Everything was lacking—tood, 
money, credit—aud purchasing resour­ 
ces were exhausted. 
The ‘Spanish ships did not have to 
give battle in order to obtain results, 
and says that if provisions h ad not 
been wanting in >autiugo

Spanish fleet had remained there no 
oue could tell to what extremes impa­ 
tience aud despair might have curried 
Adm ral Sampson. 
Speaking of the 
Merrimac, he said tho real object of 
the exploit was unknown in Santiago. 
The arrival of tie army created con- 
siduraoio consternation in Santiago. 
Provisions w ere running sh ort, au d it 
is sta te d that it El Caney a n d Sau Juan 
had not been taken, the 
{spaniards 
would not have lost communication 
with the cultivated region nor w ould 
the aquaduct have been cu t. 
The sm all 
uuinotr oi the Spanish forces m ade it 
impossible to save these positions. 
He 
speaks of the destructive work of tile 
Vesuvius whenever tne bom. s tell upon 
any point wnere there were works or 
guns. 
{speaking of the battles of El Caney 
and dan Juan, he says, the Americans, 
it must Le acknowledged, fought with 
truly admirable courage aud spirit. 
While the batties were going on at El 
Caney aud Sau J eau, the enemy sent 
forces agait st the whole Spanish line, 
for the purpose no doubt of harassing 
aud making the attack more general. 
The casualties of the Spanish side are 
stated to be bd officers and 533 men. He 
olaiuied that only 520 men defeuded El 
Caney for ten hoars, and that 250 de­ 
fended Sau Juan for tour hours. He 
speaks of the lively bombardment by 
sea aud land ou July 2, and the sortie of 
the Spanish fleet on July 3. The com­ 
manders of the ships were opposed to 
the movement, but were ordered to go. 
At the time of the surrender th ere 
were 2, IOO sick and wounded soldiers of 
the Spauisn army. The total losses iu 
all (he attacks on Santiago are given as 
follows: 
Officers killed, 16; men killed, 107; 
officers wounded, 59; men wounded, 5,>6; 
pr.Honers and missing, 7 officers aud 116 
men.

1H40, it was generally believed that the 
bathymetricu limit was about HOO fath­ 
oms, aud some strange ideas were cur­ 
rent as to the physical condition of w a­ 
ter wheu nuder a pressure such as a 
depth of two miles would produce. 
It 
was thought that skeletons of drowned 
meu, or even heavy cannon aud the 
‘‘wedges of gold” that popular im agina­ 
tion places in the sea, floated at certain 
levels, beneath which is water so com­ 
pressed as to be impenetrable. 
In fact, 
water is almost incompressible, and the 
weight of a cubic inch of it at the depth 
of a mile is very little more than at the 
surface, but it was assumed that no liv­ 
ing being could survive a pressure 
which at 1,000 fathoms is about a ton 
to the square iuch. 
We ourselves live under a pressure of 
about 15 pounds per inch, and are un­ 
aware of it 
Indeed we sometimes 
waken cu a morning wheu the barome­ 
ter has rihcu, say, half an iuch duriug 
the night, and consequently find our- 
sel\ps sustaining an increased pressure 
of several tons not only w ithout suffer­ 
ing, but with a positive feeling of buoy­ 
ancy aud good spirits. 
On the other 
baud, if the tremendous pressure under 
which we live be relieved as by a sur­ 
gical “ cu p ,” severe injury may follow. 
Aeronauts suffer from this cause, aud 
murine annuals dredged from great 
depth often reach the surface in a most 
lamentable condition, with eyes protrud­ 
ing and viscera distended.-—Dr. C. M.

In all drug habits there are two con­ 
ditions to com tat—physical and men­ 
tal, or physiological and psychological. 
I use peanuts to offset the physical crav­ 
ing and suggestion to calm the mind. 
W hat is the condition of tho user of 
tobacco if the weed is withdrawn? It is 
important to understand this, because 
thtro is but a slight variation in one 
dozen cases from the average. 
Tho condition is one of mental un­ 
rest, corno physical sensations and nerv­

MICA M I N E S O F INDIA. 


Tile M e th o d * of H u n d re d * of Tears 
A g o S till In L ac. 
The mica mines of India are in the 
interior of tho country and very inaccess­ 
ible. 
Tim Abruker mine, it instated, 
produces the hut. st mica that has ever 
been mined, both for lamination aud 
color. 
It bas been stink about 200 feet, 
following the pitch of the vein, aud all 
this mica and refuse have been raised 
and carried away by the natives. 
No 
machinery of any kind except drill and 
hammers is used in their mining opera­ 
tions 
The refuse and the mica are placed 
in baskets each holding ten pounds, the 
baskets being passed up from hand to 
band by women, who stand in a line on 
ladders The contents of the baskets are 
deposited at tile top, aud the baskets ate 
returned down the ladder in the same 
manner as they went np, but by anoth­ 
er line of women. 
Water is taken out 
of the mines by means of jugs. 
It is 
supposed that this meihcd of operation 
has been carried en for many hundreds 
of years, except that there is more care 
to protect the miners. 
After the crude mica is taken from 
the mines it is first roughly trimmed 
and then sorted into different grades, 
according to sizes aud quality, 
it is 
theu taken to the mica workers, who 
split it up and scribe ont the size for it 
to be cut into by the shearers, the cut 
pieces then being defined, weighed and 
packed ready for shipment. 
The mica 
is theu transported to general ware­ 
houses in baskets on the backs of bul­ 
locks and in bullock carts 
In this way 
it is carried hundreds of miles to ship­ 
ping points at a speed of about ten 
miles a day. 
T h e mica can bo split down to .0003 
of an inch in thickness. 
Being both 
fireproof and transparent, it is very use­ 
ful for mony purposes in the arts, be­ 
sides being an excellent insulator.— 
Electrical World.

To speak of a color blind artist sounds 
like joking, said a noted oculist; bot, 
strange as it seems, there are several 
persons so affected who eau nevertheless 
paint extremely well. Numbers of color 
blind people there are, of cooree, who 
draw perfectly in pencil, ink aud cray­ 
ons, bot I myself know a scene painter 
attached to a provincial theater who, 
though “ color blind,” paints all its 
scenery, aud has quite a local name, 
not only for his “ interiors” and oak 
chambers, bot eveu for landscapes. . 
I can tell you also of two Loudon la­ 
dies who consulted mo for color blind­ 
ness who paint really beautiful pictures. 
One is the daughter of a late famous 
artist and was taught painting by her 
father,

The badge i9 a cir­ 
cular field of dark I luoeuuim I, the edge 
of the field being worked into 13 points. 
C h the field are 13 golden stars encir­ 
cling the letters “ L. W. F .,” which 
stand for the motto of tho society. This 
is, “ Lest We Forget.” 
Tho executive dikers wear signet 
rings in the form of eagles* claws grasp­ 
ing a card, upon which are engraved the 
letters “ L. VV. F .” aud the insignia of 
tho rank of the wearer. 
The member­ 
ship fee, payable to the National socie­ 
ty, is $1 yearly. 
Patrons and patron- 
esr-es pay $5 each year, and life mem­ 
bers pay $100 in one payment. 
The lo­ 
cal fees are regulated by the local coun­ 
cils. The local councils have great free­ 
dom of action. 
All that is required of 
them is unswerving fidelity to the pro­ 
poses of the National society, the pay­ 
ment of the dues and certain work on 
Memorial day. 
All other work is left 
to the local authorities. 
The purposes of the society are the 
building of a battle monument to the 
heroic dead of the Spanish-American 
war aud the creation of a fond from
